There are 
still others which have excellent 
railroad systems but have found, 
In the Increased cost of capital and 
operation which came with the 
World War upheaval, that the cost 
of transportation is threatenink to 
become too heavy for the produc- 
ing industries to bear it. 

Our own country, although it 
possesses something like 400 per 
cent of the world’s mileage, is con- 
fronted with all of these difficulties. 
In much of our tefritory, we need 
more railroad facilities, and some- 
how will have te supply them in 
the near future. It is stated on 
high authority that the Indirect 
losses in industry and commerce 
due to imumcgtient transportation 
run into res equal to the bur- 
dens of Federal taxation. On 
the other hand theré are some 
railroads in this country, the 
building of which would better 
have been deferred, for they were 
born out of misguided enthusiasm 
or unjustifiable speculation, or the 
mere purpose of levying a Sort of 
dransportation blackmail upon 
systems already in the feld. 
Finally, we have many railroads 
which, though apparently well- 
managed and absolutely necessary 
to the commtnity they serve, are 
finding it difficult to earn a living 
and quite impossible to provide the 
necessary maintenance and means 
of expanded facilities. 

very passing year adds to the 
cost of producing new railroads. 
Mest of our railroads were begun 
in a time when land was the most 
plentiful and least valuable thing 
we possessed, and their rights of 
way and terminals cost as com- 
pared with the present expense 
that would be involved in repro- 
ducing them, very little indeed. 
Eve is doubtiess familiar 
with the story that a few years 
ago a great engineer was commis- 
sioned to make preliminary cal- 
culations of the cost of a complete 
new trunk line em between 
New York and Chicago. He is 
said to have reported that the pur- 
chase of real estate for terminale 
on Manhatian Island alone would 
require as Much capital as would

The Federal 
Treasury cannot well bear any 
added burdens until we have lifted 
many of them already im 1 
had rather solve a difieulty than 
embrace a danger. 

I do belleve there is a rational, 
justifiable step, full of promise to- 
ward solution. It will effect a di- 
minution in rates without making 
a net return possible. It will make 
sound finance possible for expan- 
sion. I refer to the program of 
consolidating all the railways into 
a small number of systems, the 
whole to be under rigorous gov- 
ernment supervision, and the lar-

CONSOLIDATION 
The Transportation Act of 1929, 
known as the Bsech-Cummins law. 


contemplated this kind of consol- 
idation, but made it permissive 
rather than mandatory. In effect, 
it left the railroad managements, 
subject to the master plan set up 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
maision. to afrange the system 
groupings of the roads.

HARD PROKIEM 


There could hardly be a better 
iiustration of the increasing dim 
culties which the country must face 
in any considerable expansion of 
its system.

If it 
had been, it could not have earned 
returns on its enormous cost un-

| SERIOUS PROBLEM 
It 


It is no theoretical problem. 
ia not an imaginary thing to be 
ewept aside with the wave of the 
hand. When the government un- 
operation during the war. 
standardized wages, and was 
caught in the sweeping current of 
mounting costs, it created a situa- 
tion to ignore which would quickly 
develop a national menace. At an 
awful cost we learned the extrava- 
gance and mounting burden of 
government operation. Yet there 
are today very insistent advocates 
of government ownership. Frank- 
ly, I do not share their views. Our 
political system has not reached a 
state of development when we can 
insure proper administration. 1 
believe it would be a colossal 
blunder which would destr in- 
itiative, infect us with political 
corruption, create regional jeal- 
ousies and impose incalculable cost 


on the — treasury. Rut we 
must find a solution of the rate 
problems and the necessa XK 
pansion of facilities and find that 


solution in spite of the prejudices 
of the present-day sponsors for 
operations and the present-day de- 
stroyers who would bankrupt or 
confiscate, elge government owner- 
ship and operation will become an 
accepted necessity, Nor do I share 
the vieWs of those who would low- 
er rates without regard to railroad 

d fortune. The prosperity of 
he rallways is the prosperity of 
the American people and the prop- 
erty rights in railway investments 
are entitled to every consideration 
under our Constitution which {fs 
due to the property rights any- 
where. Any tendency toward con- 
fiecation will lead to confusion and 
chaos, and destroy the very foun- 
dation on which the republic is 
builded. ' 

It is eat to understand how 
many people contemplate abolition 
of competitive carrying charges 
and the elaborate machinery of 
gevernment regulation, and argue 


‘| that the logical step is to put them 


all in one common pool under gov- 
ernment ownership. That would 
effect an adjustment between the 
fat ang the lean. if it didn't make 
them all lean.

PARALLEL CASE 


— 


Though no other nation in the 


world offers a parallel in railroad 
development, those of us who be- 
lieve that this program of regional 
consolidation would produce high- 
ly beneficial effects find our belief 
¢ustained by recent experience in 
treat Britain. The rallroads of 
that country have in the last few 
years passed through an per- 
ence which, considering the vast 
differences between the two coun- 
tries as to area, geographic con- 
figuration, industrial and social or- 
ganization, has more or less par- 
alleled that of American railroads. 

The United States and Great 
Britain were, when the World War 
flamed, the only two great coun- 
tries which had clung unalterably 
to private ownership of railroads. 

In every other important country 
a considerable portion or all the 
railroad mileage was o or op- 
erated by the government. In 
Britain, as here, the necessities of 
war perevaded the government to 
take over the roads, place their 
operation under more rigorous con- 
trol than before, and extend finan- 
al guarantees. In both coun- 
tries, the results were expressive 
from the viewpoint of the Treasury, 
and highly wuneatisfactory from 
that of the public's convenience 
and the accommodation of busi- 
ness. In both countries, again, 
the experience went far to d l 
whatever illusions had been enter- 
tained about the desirability of 
government rallroad management. 

The parallel does not end 
When the war ended opinion in 
both countries urged return of the 
railroads to corporate manage- 
ment as soon as possible. In both 
this was effected, and—here comes 
the moet striking cotncidence of 
all—in both the return was ac- 
companied by a legislative provi- 
sion looking to consolidation of 
the many systeme into a small 
group of great ones. 

The difference was that in Great 
Britain the legislation was man- 
datory, requiring that by Janu- 
ary 1, 192%, the roads should be 
consolidated into four great syee- 
tem: here it was permissive, and, 
of course, a much larger number 
of systems ig proposed. The Brit- 
ish program has been carried into 
effect: there are now four systems 
in the country. all organised 
around the same general idea of 
increasing efficiency and providing 


adequately maintained and expand- 


per with agriculture depressed; and ! 
agticuiture is calling loudly for re- 
lief from present transportation 
burdens. 

Quiet recently Senator Cummins, 
the veteran chairman ef the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee, 
made the startling statemert that 
probably 75,000 miles of our rail 
roads are earning so little and 
costing so much to operate that 
with seaht incomes they can ot be 


ed in facility to meet traffic re- 
quirements. If we realize that this 
means near one-third of the coun- 
try’s railroad mileage, we will ap- 
preciate the gravity of the situa- 
tion.

Alford was convicted on the first 
ballot by a jury three weeks ago 
of charges contained in a grand 
jury indictment. His attorneys, 
John I. Richardson of Los An- 
xeles and Raymond E. Hodge of 
San Bernardino, filed an appeal on 
a technicality, 

On a charge of a conspiracy to 
defraud, Alford was to have gone 
on trial Tuesday with John E. Hul- 
ing. a Los Angeles business man, 
with whom he was jointly indicted 
in an asserted theft of $40,000 in 
g | addition to the $30,000 for which 
he was convicted. 

Alford tonight again denied his 
guilt, explaining that he “had ac- 
cepted the easiest and best way 
for his wife and mother out of a 
bad situation. 

Alford sold today the Alford 
Building in Ontario for $85,000 to 
Fred Fallis. ‘Another business 
block In Ontario, valued at $35.- 
000, was not affected in the com- 
promise.

Steer Clear of Margins, is 
Exchange Head's Advice 


Client, Broker Transactions 
Empties Headed West to Aid 
Crop Movement 


“Purchase your securities out- 
right, have the transactions er- 
ecuted in the open call on the floor 
of the Stock Exchange, and insist 
that the settlement be made 
through the clearinghouse of the 
exohange,” is the advice offered by 
Frank H. Pettingell, president of 
the Los Angeles Stock Exchange, to 
investors and speculators as pre- 
ventives against fraudulent broker- 
age operations. 

By owning securities outright, 
Mr, Pettingell says the purchaser 
retaing the stock certificates in his 
Own possession, while the margin 
buyer leaves the certificates with 
the broker, and runs the risk of 
losing them if illegal practices are 
permitted. In addition, the margin 
trader confronts the hazard of the 
market acting contrary to his sup- 
positions, and absorbing the princi- 
pal deposited on the purchase, if 
he is unable to supply the de- 
ficiency. 

By placing orders through rec- 
ognized members of a stock ex- 
change with the stipulation that 
they be executed in open call, the 
investor and speculator, Mr. Pet- 
tingell declares, is assured of ob- 
taining an execution closely con- 
forming to the market price of the 
security ag established in regulated 
trading on the floor of the stock 
exchange. Orders filled otherwise 
are open to the objections of un- 
fair dealings, and the customer is 
at the mercy of the agents han- 
Gling the transaction. 

Settlements made through the 
exchange clearinghouse require 
that ent be made before the 
stock is delivered, a practice that 
eliminates fraudulent operations by 
compelling the broker, as the agent 


DAILY TRADE TALK 


Making a Bank’s Eye ‘To Wink;’ Placing a Premium 
on Failure; Gossip of the ‘Street’ 


Nearly all banks are equipped 
with window space that a depart- 
ment store manager 
much to have at his command, but 
as a rule this valuable room is per- 
mitted to go to waste. If window 
dressing will sell lingerie, shoes or 
automobile supplies why will it not 
sell banking service? The answer 
is that it probably would. 

A few Los Angeles institutions 
have endeavored to make their 
windows produce, but window 
dressing is a fine art, not properly 
or successfully delegated to the 
oMce boy, the janitor, or even the 
head teller. Yet wherever a bank 
does make a window display, and 
if that display has any “punch” at 
all, it is always surrounded by an 
interested crowd. 

There is usually something 
worth while in the windows at the 
Guaranty branch of the Security, 
and during the war this corner 
was beselged by throngs who came 
to look and marvel at war relics 
and curlosities there displayed. At 
the Broadway branch of the Citi- 
tens’ Trust a model of a “wave 
motor” has been on exhibition, and 
just about stopped traffic. Other 
banks make sporadic efforts tn a 
half-hearted way to utilize space 
which is worth its cubic content 
in gold coin. 

Banks, banking, finance; any- 
thing having to do with money; its 
making and its saving and its in- 
crease ham. a strong appeal for 
the public. There is a mystery 
and a glamor about the business 
which excites curious ¢nvestiga- 
tion, and there is no reason to 
doubt that a really intelligent 
window display prepared in a dig- 
nified manner and executed with 
Skill would be a very effective 
supplementary advertising me- 
dium. 

One big bank in an eastern city 
formerly (and probably now) em- 
ployed a high-salaried window ex- 
pert whose duty it was to keep 
the “fronts” filled with exhibite, 
and that bank was always sur- 
rounded by a crowd of interested 
spectators. The displays do not 
necessarily have to do with direct 
banking; usually they are of an in- 
dustrial, commercia! 
tural character. One week there

HOME-MADE YEAST 
M. T., Santa Monica, 


M. also 
sends a stamp with a request for 
directions for making home-made 
yeast. We hope that she is a 
Times subscriber and will see that 
we received and answered her re- 
quest. 

Home-made yeast is very sel- 
dom made nowadays, as the com- 
pressed yeast that can be bought 
from all grocery stores in all parts 
of the city and in nearly every 
emall town is far superior to any 
that can be made at home. To 
make the yeast grate three me- 
dium ised potatoes and mix them 
with halt a cup of brown sugar. 
four level tablespoons of salt, four 
cups of sifted flour and enough 
water to make a thick batter. Pour 
four quarts of boiling water over 
one cup of loese hops and boll 
for five minutes. Strain the water 
from thee hops into the batter while 
hot and add one cup of yeast or 
one cake of yeast dissolved in a 
little warm water. Let stand over 
night in a warm place, or until it 
rises, and the top ts covered with 
bubbies, when it will be ready for 
use. Use a wooden spoon and set 
the yeast In a atone jar and store 
in glass jare. This will keep in a 
cold place two or three days. 


PICKLED HERRING 

T. M. T., Redondo, wants to 
know if it i possible to get a rec- 
ipée for pickled herrings as put up 
in Maine. She thinks the Call- 
fornia sardines would be nice put 
up the same as pickled herrings. 

The roe herrings are the best 
for pickling. Remove the heads, 
taille and fine from fifty roe her- 
ringe; take out the roe carefully 
and lay on a dish; wash the fish 
well and wipe dry with a clean 
Cloth.
